DEVIRE’S DOOM. 
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Hanged for the Murder of 
Aaron Goodfellow. 


He is 


The Yesperado Dies Game—His Crime 
and Conviction. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CLINTON, ILL., May 12.—The notorious 
Patsy Devine Was hanged in the Jail here to- 


day 4 few minutes after twelve 
clock, for the murder of Aaron 
Goodfellow in 1879. The gallows was erected 
in the old debtors’ cell of the 
jail, the stones in the floor 
being taken up so that the body 


could havea drop into the corridor below. 
The same gallows was used in hanging 
Deboer in Pontiac two years. since 
for rape. Devine was not at. aifll 
depressed or down-hearted. He walked coolly 
to the place of death and died game. None 
were admitted to the scene but officials and 
members of the press. The town is quiet. 
THE CRIME. 

fhe murder of Aaron Goodfellow was one 
of the most astounding crimes 
ever perpetrated in ILil'nois, and perhaps 
there bas never been a murder trial which so 
enlisted the entire atteniion of the people 
of the State as the conviction and 
execution of Patrick Devine has done. The 
facts relating to the murder are briefly these: 
On the 19th of August, 1579, Aaron Goodfel- 
iow, WHO WaS a prominent and wealthy citi- 
zen of Bloomington, was attacked by desper- 


adoes between 9 and 10 o’ciock at night 
while on bis way heme from the house ofa 
friend where he had been spending the 


When within a biock ortwo of his 
own residence a man ran upon bin, at the 
same time drawing a Wespon which proved 
to be arevolver. The viliain ordered Gocd- 
fellow to “throw up =4his hands,” 
but thinking that perhaps it was 
some practical joke whicu some of his 
friends were attempting to piay upon him, 
Goodfellow replied: 

‘“YOU CAN’T FOOL ME,”’ 
but no sooner bad he uttered the words than 
a pistol ball entered bis left jaw, which Was 
followed by a second snot, which was fired by 
another party from the rear. Goodfellow 
staggered and walked a short 
distance, crying ‘*‘Murder!’? and that 
he bad been sbot. His assa:ilants soon ran 
away and mide good their escape. Detec- 
tives were soon at work and the next day 
after the murder ascertained that Harry Wil- 
liams and Patsy Devine, two des, eradoes,bad 
been in town on the day preceding the mur- 
der and had visited a house of ill-fame kept 
by a woman named Brown. From ber the 
officers secured sufficient proot 
to fasten the suspicion of guilt upon Williams 
aud Devine as being the guilty parties and,they 
went to work and soon flooded the country 
witn telegrams and letters descriptive of the 
supposed murderers. A month had elapsed 
after the shooting when Detective Press But- 
ler, of Bloomingvon, and Marshal Kuhn, of 
Alton, 

PROCURED A SEARCH WARRANT 

upon the pretense of looking for some stolen 
jewelry, and searched the bouse of ‘irs. De- 
vine, the mother of Patsy Devine, at Alton, 
and while there obtained an inkling of De- 
vine’a whereabouts, which at that time was 
in Kentucky. Letters were soon intercepted, 
andin April, 1880, Devine was traced and 
arrested at the home of his uncle, John Coyne, 
on a farm near De Bruce,in the State of 
New York. where he was at work. 
Devine deciared that bis name was 
Coyne, and that he had never been West, but 
the officer took him to Monticello, N. Y., 
where he was stoppped bya writ of habeas 
corpus. Gov. Corneil refused to xive the 
prisoner up, fearing that the people out West 
might lynch him if the officers got back with 
him to Lilinois. After the detectives obtained 
a new eet of papers fromthe authorities 
in Illinois, the Governor of New York order- 
ed Devine to be turned over tothe Ilhnois 
officer, and the prisoner was brought to 
Bloomington in May of the sameyear. After 
being identified as being Devine, 
HE WAS INDICTED 
for the murder of Aaron Goodfellow by the 
rand jury. Owing to the bitter feeling ex- 
sting in Bloomington over the 
dastardly crime, Devine’s attorneys 
took a change of venue to Clinton, De 
Witt county, but the case was continued 
from the May to the September term, 1890.

few hours they returned a verdict again fixing 
the punishment at death, the court sentenc- 
ing the prisoner to be hanged on the 12th day 
of May, 1882. Devine’s attorneys again made 
a motion for a new triai,but 1t was overruled. 


A bill of exceptions was again presented 
to the Supreme Court early 
this month, but the court, after mature de- 
liberation, refused to grant a 
supersedeas. The Governor was 
then appealed to to grant the

Pen Picture of Samuel L. Clemens—His 
Talk on Interviews, Books, Etc. 


Samuel L. Clemens, Hartford, Conn., regis- 
tered at the Southern this morning. He did 
not want aroom, and the clerk tossed him off 
inthe usual nonchalant way and paid no at- 
tention to him. By andby a New Yorker 
dropped in, cast his eye over the register, and 
said: 

‘‘Hello! you’ve got Mark Twain here, I 


gee.’’ 

‘“Where?’’ said both clerks, rushing to the 
register pell-mel!. 

“Why, here. Sam Ciemens,” said the wise 
informer, pointing to the name. 

“Him?’? said Clerk Harvey Willard, with 
a disdainiul smile. ‘‘Is that the funny man? 
Why, he don’t look half as funny as I do.”’ 

It was Mark, all the same, and in his usual 
good humor. He has not been here since 
1864, so that most of the people do not know 


how he leoks.

a middle-sized. stout-built man in a common 


suit of grav. with coatcutsack style. A care- 
less, wide-brimmed hatis thrown recklessly 
‘over bis hair, which is full and 
long and rather gray. A countenance 
which shows good  \living, a _ pair 
of gray eyes, and a face entirely smooth, 
sivea rakish gray mustache that gives a 
slight devil-may-care appearance to the man. 
He certainly does not look at “‘all funny,” as 
the clerks put it, and would be mistaken for 
a serious, ‘matter-of-fact gentleman who 
wouid not waste his time on 
anecdotes and would look down upon 
‘ joke with lofty contempt. 
The most curious thing about him ‘is a 
reckless, rolling gait, which be probably 
c:ught when, as a’cub pilot, he swaggered on 
the upper deck on the Mary Amanda Jane on 
the Lower Mississippi. The aforesaid gait 
has stuck to him so persistently that it would 
make a sensitive man sea-sick to sit and look 
at Mark meander across the corridor of even 
so solid a hotel as the Southern. 

He also has a remarkable drawling way of 
speaking which he most dislikes to see 
mimicked in print, and which adds quite a 
charm to his conversation. A POST-DIs- 
PATCH reporter met him in the rotunda of 
the hotel, and was received very cordially. 
It was only when the possibility of an inter- 
view was broached that 

MR. CLEMENS GREW SLIGHTLY RESTIVE, 

‘$7 guess 1 haven’: xot time,” he said. “The 
fact is you Can sav anjthing you like 
it vou will put it im your own words, but 
don’t quote me as saying anything. No man 
can get me right uuless he takes it down in 
snort-hand, very particularly too.” 

‘*You don’t love the interviewer, I see, Mr. 
Clemens?’? 

‘*No; I don’t. I have never yet met a man 
who attempted tointerview me whose report 
of tne process did pot try hard to make me 
ontao idiet, and did not amply succeed, in 
my mind, in makivg him a_ thor- 
ough oue, They try to imitate 
my method of speech, and not,"being artists, 
thev never succeed, you see. No, I want to 
fiz ht shy of that class of people.’’ 

Lhe reader can imagine tne position of a 
reporter whose fate was fixed that he shou'd 
write himsejf downan idiot, but [wain was 
assured that no attempt would be made to 
exbibit his style: of conversation, that the 
present interviewer’s weekly rate of compen- 
sation did not warrant him to make such 
flights and that he was a 
viaino, cheap man used for doing 
easy police work, meetings of the 
Board of Public Improvements and elections 
among the Schooi Directors. Mr. Clemens 
meited a little and said: 

“*‘T bave not been out here since 1564, I 
think, and I had intended remaining some 
time in the city. But I waited too long at New 
Orleans to catch the Baton Rouge, the com- 
mander of which was my old master, and in 
consequence will have to leave to-n ght.” 

‘*You onght not to be in such a hurry. The 
newspapers represent you as being fabulously 
wealthy, and as livingin great splendor at 
Hartford.” 

‘Ob, there is quite an amount of fiction 
in that statement. Of course ]’m living at 


Hartford, and I had a house when I left | 


there, but I have not gone into competition 
with Vanderbiit yet, and I don’t think that 
l’ ldo so” 

“What about the statement that humorous 
Writing 18 not paying now as it did formerly’? 

“That is fictional, too, I think. Is the writ- 
ing that dves not pay really humorous? 
I’m not talking about myself, but in my 
opinion good writing of any kind pays 
always.’’ - 

**How isit in your own case?” 

“Weil, 1 don’t think that any kind of books 
will ever yield quite as well as the Bible and 
indecent works—lI might say other indecent 
works, but that would get the church people 
deuwn onme. Don’t put that in, now.” 

**No; but, really, is there not a rich harvest 
in your line?” 

“Now, I don’t want to make 
an assignment, and why should 
1@fprepsre a statement of my assets? 
lam inte goin | to try the public again, and 
my short-hand secretary accompanies me on 
this trip.’ 

‘*What is the nature of the new work?’ 

‘Il have been writing a series of articles in 
the Atlantic Monthly on subjects connected 
with the Mississippi, and I found that I had 
got my distances a little mixed. I took this 
trip for the purpose of making observations 
on this subject. I wag getting a little rusty 
about it.?? 

‘*The new book will treat of your early life 
on the river?’ 

**Yes; altogether of that subject.” 

‘**When wili it be finished ?’’ 

“In about nine months.’’ 

‘*And what will you call it?” 

“Oh, thatis the last thing to be thought 
about. I never write a title until I finish a 
beok, and then I ‘frequently don’t 
know what to call it. I wusualiv 
write out anywhere from a half dozen to two 
dozen andahalf tities, and the publisher 
casts his experienced eye over them and

**T wanted to talk to them about arctic ex- 
peditions.

For instance, I would insist 
on putting Talmage in command of the fleet, 
with full and absolute control over all ar- 
rangements. He knows as much about the 
route as anvbody I could think of, 
and I assure you I bave given the matter 
some thought. The other officers could be 
easily selected.” 

“Would it be strictly in accordance with the 
fitness of things if the expedition, like those 
to the Arctic regions, should get stranded and 
lost, and those who sailed in it should never 
reach their destination?” 

Mr. Clemens smiled broadly and declared 
that he was not being interviewed and that 
he really would not answer leading ques- 
tions. Then his private secretary and a 
couple of friends got hold ofhim. He put 
on his overcoat, tucked his umbrella under 
his arm and started out todo thetown. He 
leaves here at 4 o’clock this afternoon, for 
Hannibal, the place where he was born, 
where he intends to make a_ visit. 
From that point he will run up the river to 
St. Paul and then back East. He says that 
he never expects to getso far from home 
ayain.

A Notable Increase Between April 10, 
ISS1, and Aprii 11, 1882. 

The year ending April 11, 1882, is memor- 
able on accountof the notable increase in 
suicides over the previous year, This in- 
crease is upwards of 40 percent. The total 
number of suicides during the past year was 
86; divided by percentage as follows: Suicides 
of American birth, about 22 per cent; German, 
o2 per cen; Irish, 9 per cent; other nationali- 
ties about 17 per cent. The means chosen by 
the S86 voluntary self-destroyers is devisable 
as follows: by shooting, 45 per cent; by poi- 
soning, 20 per cent; by hanging, 20 per cent; 
by Various other methods, 10 per cent. Of 
those who went by the poisoner’s route 50 
per cent chose Paris green, 25 percent mor- 
phine and 25 per cent other poisons. The 
causes Which indueed self-destruction 
may be thus stated: Aberration of; mind 
operated upon S2 percent ofthe 86; family 
troubles upon 16 per cent; drunkenness upon 
15 per cent; poverty and want upon 15 per 
cent; disappointment in love upon 10 per 
cent, and other causes operated upon the re- 
maining 10 per cent.

Doubts About the Source of the Dub- 
lin Proclamation.

Col. Henry Donoghue on the Situation 
in Ireland. 


Col. Henry Donoghue, late in the service 
of the Khedive of Egypt and a prominent 
member of the Fenian Society in its palmy 
days, was met by a PosT-DISPATCH reporter 
this morning at his rooms on Sixteenth, near 
Carr street. The Colonel isa man ofsome 40 
years of age, and has been grizzled by service 
in many armies. He seems tobe a sort of 
Irish DugaoldjDalgetty, full of anecdotes 
of the singular scenes he has been through, 
and apparently thoroughly well versed in the 
doings of the Irish secret societies. 
“*Yes,”? said he, “I bave always kept 
up my affiliations with tne Fenian 
Society, which is not dead, whatever people 
may say aboutit. I don’t believe you have a 
lodge in St. Louis apy more, but 
in New York and Chicago, and 
in one or two other cities 
in this country, there are 
quite strong circles. Stevens and. O’Dono- 
vous are both members of the New York 
circle.?? 
“Is there anything in the proclamation 
printed this morning?” : 
‘*l am inclined to think it is bogus. You 
must understand that the Fenian Society is 
not the only secret society working for Irish 
nationality. There are many others 
such as the Clan-na-Gael, which you 
havein St. Louis,and the United Irishmen, 
etc. But work of this kind would, if it were 
done at all, more naturally be done by the 
Fenians. You see we i  =have_ the 
heaviest debt to settle. It was 
our men who were hung after 1865; it is our 
men who are hounded over the earth relent- 
lessly by the English, and it is our men who 
will strike back’ relentlessly when 
they have & chance. You see 
we are outlaws all. StiliI do not think that 
the society issued that proclamation; that is 
not the way they talk. They would not pitch 
into Parnell or the leaders of the Land 
League; that is not our policy at all.” 
“But there is nothing to prevent the 
Fenians doing this sort of thing, ii they want 
9”? 


‘No; we believe in the advisibility of 
removals under certain circumstances. 
Certainly Burke deserved death long ago. 
Cavendish never did anything and killing 
him could do nothing but harm. You see in 
looking at this thing you must 
remember that the Irish  revolutionists 
are in a state of war with England. If they 
catch us they will have us, thatis all. If we 
can kill obnoxious men we will do it. We 
are not under the protection 
of the law, and we do not propose to let 
mere law protect our enemies, you know. 
This is a duel between the bitter revolution- 
ists and the British Goverament. We 
take the chances, and we _ see to it 
that they take some chances too, and that is 
all there 1s of it.” 

“Do vou know anything of the loss of the 
Doterel ?’’ 

He smiled. “If I didi wouldn’t tell you. 
We have one talking jackass in the shape of 
O’Donovan Rossa, and he is enough for 
one society. There are men in the 
Fenian Society who would Sink the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland aud themseives included, simply 
to get England under water. You people 
know nothing of the hate that is burning in 
some Irish breasts against the Saxon.”

A STRANGE CASE. 


whieh Shows the Danger of So-Called 
Circumstantial Evidence. 
From the Chicago Times. 


A rather remarkable criminal case, showing 
the danger of conviction on circumstantial 
evidence, has recently developed in Mount 
vernon, Posey county, Ind. On January 28, 
JS81, the town was very much excited by the 
ropbery of Dr. Spencer, a well-known phy- 
sician, and an attempt to murder him. The 
particulare of the robbery, which are still 
fresh inthe minds of everyone in that por- 
tion of the State, are as follows: Dr. Spencer 
had collected $1,000 on that day from one of 
pis tenants, and the supposition was that he 
had the money on his person. About 8 o’clock 
that night, as he was going from his office to 
nis home, Which is only a short distance off, 
he was followed, and, when within a few 
feet of his door, set upon, knocked in the 
head and robbed. He had, however, deposited 
the money in bank, and the robbers obtained 
oniy a small sum and a case of instru- 
ments. The town was terribly.excited over the 
affair, and soon everyone was on the alert to 
catch the slightest clue as to who the parties 
were. Quite a number of persons were ar- 
rested on suspicion, and among the number 
were three men named Francis Moore, Ben 
Kemper and John. Reed. A man named Wil- 
jiam Morgan, who had acquired a pretty hard 
character, having been one of the famous 
“cow ovs” in the West, was known to bein 
town the night of the robbery, but left the 
next day. Suspicion rested upon him and he 
was tracked out of the city and finally arrest- 
ed on “‘Devil’s Island’, in the Mississippi, 
and brought back. He remained in 
Mount Vernon about a week and was 
finally put upou the stand to give his testimo- 
ny, and to the smrprise of all he gave aclear 
se-ount of the robbery. Moore was then on 
trial, and Was convicted on his evidence, 
coupled with that of other very responsible 
parties. Hestated that he was in town the 
night the robbery was committed, and was 
on his way toechurch. He passed the doc- 
tor’s honse, and became unwillingly a witness 
to ‘he whole affair. Hestated that four men 
eommitied the robbery, after having knocked 
the doctor in the head with a hatchet. Three 
of the men he identified as Moore, Reed and 
Kemper, the three men who were arrested 
en suspicion; the other one he couid 
not identify. The other evidence against 
Moore was very strong, but entirely circum- 
stantial.

INDIAN RELIGION. 


The Noble Red Man and His Good and 
Bad Medicine. 
_ Dakota Letter to the Troy Times. 

The world has lofg beeu familiar with the 
stories of barbarity, cruelty and rapine in 
connection with Indians. Good men have 
leisure to write humanitarian letters thou- 
sands of miles from where scalps are lifted. 
Whatever the inscrutable purpose for which 
the Indian was created, he is doomed. He 
lacks the instinct of self-preservation. He 
would rather be aggressive and, die than be 
peaceful and live. There is no freehold for 
him save under the laws of civilization. In 
the time to come the territory of the world 
will be lawfully claimed only by those who 
use it for God’s first purpose, the tilling of 
the soil. The westward march of civilization, 
with ail its attendant evils and final re- 
sults, is the foreordination of the Alm ghty, 
and in this piece of bad theology but stubborn 
fact lies the fina! solution of the Indian ques- 
tion. The name of the Great Spirit figures 
largely in all reports of Indian oratory, just 
as the name of Deity is freely used in the 
stirring appeals of second-class politicians. 
Phe Great Idea is as much a myth to the one 
as to the other. The system of theology 
which prevails among the Indians is merely a 
superstitious fear of something they cannot 
understand. Bob Ingersoil defines religion 
as the dread of a hereafter. In common with 
every race, the Indian believes in the im- 
mortality of the soul, and tn a hereafter. 
W hat kind of a heaven or hel! he has imagined 
for himseif no man can tell. ‘There are no 
strictly religious forms among them, and 
nothing that is regarded as especially sacred. 
The religious idea is far from prominent, and 
seems almost entirely inciuded in the ‘*medi- 
cine’? business. Superstition is a different 
thing, and of that there is plenty. The 
Indian is a great braggart, and he who can 
boast longest and loudest is the greatest man. 
It is to obtain an opportunity for this thata 
‘dance’? of some kind is always in progress. 
Their names and purposes are. nearly 
innumerable, but I bave never been abie 
to perceive any great difference in the 
screams, leapsand horrible nootings which 
characterize them al!. Some of these dances 
are said to be ‘‘religious;’’ but all there is of

THE BIG WIGS. 


A Look at the Men Who Compoee the 
Court of Last Resort. 
H. J. Ramsdell in Philadelphia Press. 
I dropped in on the Supreme Court a day 
er twoago. Whata jolly old set! There was 
the Chief Justice, with iron-gray hair, thick 


and stiff, and whiskers just the same, a big 


nose and a big mouth, wrapped in biack silk 
gown, but lookirg very little jike a Chief Jus- 
tice. But he attends to his business, leaves 
politics to the dogs, and is respected by bis 
associates. On his right, oldest in commis- 
sion of any one on the bench, is Justice Miller, 
round and fat, and 64, a little bald, and closely- 
shaven face. On tne bench he is as cross a8 a 
hatchet, for he hates circumlocution and 
shams (and half the bar is made of them); 
but off the bench he is as jolly, and kind, and 
gentle as any man you ever saw. He has been 
regarded for ten years the ablest man on the 
bench. The three last appointments on the 
bench may change this, but 1 doubt it. 

On the Chief Jhetice’s ieftis Justice Field, 
appointed as a Republican, but now a pesky 
ola Democrat. He is tall, bala-headed, 
spectacied, full-bearded, with a Jewish cast 
of countenance. Smart he is, too, as all the 
Fieids are. He writes strong opinions and is 
popular. He is a most eutertaining com- 
panion, and a great traveler and scholar. 
Drink? Yes, once in a while. Miiler and 
Fie'd, respectively, are the two oldest Judges 
in commission on the bench. Justice Bradiey 
is the next in point of rank—a thin, refined, 
closely-shaven, gray-haired, scholarly, judai- 
cial-looking old yentleman, who doesn’t 
seem to have much to suy to any one. Justice 
Harian, fou: th in rank (excepting, of course, 
the Chief Justice), is a specimen Keatuckian 
—a giant in his ways Big body, big head, Dig 
hands, big feet, long iegs, long arms and 
long-beaced, without a doubt. He fs at least 
six feet six inches in height. He rents a fur- 
nished house from a friend of mine, and my 
friend had to have made,especially for tbe great 
jiventuckian, a nine-fout bedstead, with mat 
tressez, blankets, sheets, eic., to correspond, 
and aiso one for the son of the Judge, who 
is as tall. Judge Harian was a strong acqui- 
sition to the bench, and 1s popular on the 
bench and off. Chew tobacco, did you say? 
Weil, I shouid think so, and he knows a giass 
of Bourbon when he tastes it. There is not 
much known of Justice Woods. He is a 
grizzly, siouching man, whose personal bear- 
ing and appearance are not at ali striking. He 
is a Judge by appointment, but he doesn’t louk 
like one. Justice Stanley Matthews is but on 
a big model, physicaily and mentally. As an 
inteliectual force he scarcely has a superior 
on tbe bench. He is quiet in his inter- 
course, and does noi seem to care to extend 
his acquaintance. Justice Gray is a tall, 
white-haired, peppery oid bachelor, 
who snaps up everybody and had ratre: 
quarrel than win a cause. When he first 
came On the bench here he was nearly killed 
with heavy eating and drinking, but that 
time is over. As the oid judges are very te- 
vacious of the rights of seniors he is not 
likely to be popular. Justice;Blatebford, tne 
last appointment, looks like your own 
George W. Childs, and is, therefore, ciean, 
genial, affable, well-dressed and kindiy- 
natured—else looks do not count. 

Chief-Justice White iises in a handsome 
house on Rhode Isiand avenue; Judge Miller 
owns a house on Massachuseits avenue. 
Judge Field has a large. well-built house on 
Capito! Hili—a present from his brother Cy- 
rus—a portion of What Was once known as 
the old Capital Prison. In this building Clay 
presided three term- as Speaker of the House; 
in front of it James Monroe and Jobnu 
Quincy Adams were inauzurated President. 
Jonn C. Caihoun .died in it. Judge 
Bradley owns and occupies the house on | 
street which was given to Gen. Grant, aud 
from which he was first inaugurated. Gen. 
Sherman then became the owner, and from 
him Judge Bradley purchased it. Judge 
Harlan jives in a costly rented house; Judge 
Woods boards on G street; Judge Matthews 
is building avery imposing and costly man- 
sion on Connecticut avenue, opposite the 
British Legation; Judge Grav boards at 
Wormley’s; ard Jodge Biatchford has just 
purchased « $59,000 bouse on K street. The 
mutations of time affect eveu the Supreme 
Court, for of the bencn twenty vears ago not 
4 single Judge remains—all dead. Oniy two 
Judyes of the bench of iwelve years ago re- 
main—namely: Miiler and Field—ali the others 
are dead, excep?

NAPOLEONIC RELICS. 

There was on private exhibition in this city 
last week an interesting and valuable his- 
torical relic—a gold snuff-box presented by 
the first NAPOLEON to Marshal BRUNE. It 
is about three inches in length by twoin 
width and three-quarters in depth, massive 
and heavily chased, havinga medallion in 
blue enamel on the lid the size and shape of 
a half-dollar, which is set round with dia- 
monds—fourteen in number—and bears the 
initial ““N.’? surmounted by the imperial 
crown, bothin diamonds. The present pos- 
sessor purchased it of the heirs of the 
original owner in Paris last summer, and it 
wiil doubtless sooner or later find its way 
where it belongs—into some museum of rich 
and rare curiosities. Considering the alleged 
hatred felt for NAPOLEON throughout 
Europe, it is rather surprising how many 
souvenirs of him are carefully preserved and 
proudly exhibited there. In Paris the large 
collection made by the late Emperor is, or 
has been until quite recently, foolishiy put 
out of sight by the present Government; an 
unconscious compliment to the popularity of 
the man who, in spite of everything, 
is ‘still the idol of the majority of 
the French people. In Dresden is shown 
the saddle covered with crimson velvet which 
he used in the great battle near the city, and 
one of the boots he wore on the same occa- 
sion, which had to be cutin the instep to ai- 
low its removal from the swollen foot. The 
bootis of lightest calfskin, thin sole and 
round toes of precisely the shape now in 
fashion. It could only have covered a small 
and graceful foot, the exact size and style of 
which is indicated by a diagram in a museum 
at Milan—presented, we may remark, by the 
son of Crispin whohadthe honor of daress- 
ing the illustrious pedal extremities. In the 
royal museum at Turin, jealously locked in a 
velvet-lined casket, is the sword worn at Ma- 
renzo and presented to VICTOR EMMANUEL 
by NAPOLEON III. It is a plain weapon, with 
straight blade and silver hilt* such as is com- 
monly worn by staff officers, and recalls the 
lines of the old German ballad: 

‘‘No gold was there, no jewels rare 

setrayed the battle’s lord; 

But the lightnings wreathed round that steel 
unsheathed 

And the thrones of Europe reeled— 

For the sickle of aeath was in that sheath, 

And the world was its harvest fleld.’’ 

The famous and visited-by-everybody mu- 
seum of Madame TUSSAUD, in London, has 
the bestcoliection of all. There may be seen 
the iong blue cloak worn at Marengo, the im- 
perial carriage—his own invention —captured 
at Waterloo, the colored handkerchiefs tied 


round his aching head at St. Hele- 
na, the napkins and bed linen he 
used there, one of his teeth extracted 


by Dr. O’MEARA, a lock of his hair, the mat- 
tress and cot on which he died, and various 
other articles too numerous to mention. 
Among the crowd of marble apostles, mar- 
tyrs and saints upon the roof of Milan Cathe- 
dral, the efligy of “St. NAPOLEON,” perched 
on a conspicuous pinnacle, is pointed out; 
and elsewhere in the same city is the superb 
statue of him done by CANOVA, destitute of 
clothing save laurel wreath and scepter—a 
nude Roman Emperor. In the Kremlin at 
Moscow they show the window from which 
he gazed upon the burning city, whose flames 
lighted him to his doom; at Schonbrunn 
near Vienna, and in Warsaw, the apartments 
he occupied; in the Garrison church at Pots- 
dam the stone on which he stood and looked 
at FREDERICK’S coffin, saying: “Hadst thou 
been living I should not be here; at Fon- 
tainebleau the table on which he signed his 
abdication, and at Malmaison—if anything is 
left of that lovely chateau now—the gardens 
where he walked with JOSEPHINE in the 
happy days of the Consulate, and the 
room where he saw her for the last time. 
Men universally execrated, or who do not 
have a very strong hold upon the public 
mind, are not thus kept in perpetual remem- 
brance. The fact is that NAPOLEON has, so 
to speak, ploughed his personality deeper 
into the world’s consciousness than any man 
of modern times, if not of any 
time. The sixty-one vears since his death 
have been packed with stirring events, but 
these have not perceptibly lessened the popu- 
lar interestin everything pertaining to him 
and his. Madame de REMUSAT’S memoirs 
were read as eagerly as the latest novel, 
which they closely resemble in one respect at 
least, andif asimilar book on the same sub- 
ject were published every six months it would 
find abundant readers. CHATEAUBRIAND 
sail: “If NAPOLEON’S gray coat were put 
wpon a stick, ail Europe would run to arms,’? 
which was hardly an exaggeration then, and 
is not altogether destitute of truth even now. 
ALISON hays—and it is the best thing he does 
sayin bis ponderous -history—'*NaAPOLEON 
was nota great man because he was a great 
soidier; he was agreat goidier because he 
was a great man.” Of moral greatness he 
had none at all. Inintellectual greatness it 
is doubtful whether he ever had an equal ex- 
cept the first@’sarn. His chief service to 
France and t Europe was, we think, this; 
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may be termed “the divine-right-of-kings” 
business. When the world saw that a Cor- 
sican adventurer, a sub-lieutenant of ar- 
tillery, wearing an imperial crown as easily 
as if it had come to him from a Jong line of 


royal ancestors, and wielding an imperial |. 


sceptre over two-thirds of the Continent 
with more executive ability than all 
the Bourbons combined, the convenient 
fiction of divine right died then and there; 
and never has been, never will be resurrected. 
When the people saw one “bornno king 
make monarchs draw his car,’’ they hailed 
him as their champion, even though he de- 
stroyed their liberties and wasted their money 
and blood. Whatever he did he claimed todo 
as the people’s representative and by the 
peopie’s authority; and though for all prac- 
tical purposes an autocrat, he always pro- 
fessed to recognize and respect the popular 
will. Until his day underno monarchical 
Government save thatof Engiand were the 
people ever heard of. They were an un- 
known political quantity, born saddied and 
bridled to be ridden by those born booted and 
spurred toride. Since his day they have 
been heard of and from often. They are 
everywhere *‘the power behind the throne 
greater than the throne itself,’’ and it is not 
improbable they will soon dispense with that 
and all other royal paraphernalia. Unques- 
tionably inthis matter NAPOLEON ‘“‘builded 
wiser than he knew,’”? but that is no reason 
why his services in th? popular cause should 
be ignored. Whether he knew what he was 
doing or not, he certainly did more, directly 
and indirectly, for that cause, than any other 
crown-wearer mentioned in history.

INDORSING ASSASSINATION, 

Almost ag soon as the world begins to be- 
lieve that the promise of peace for Ireland is 
not hopelessly shipwrecied, the fallacy of 
that belief is exposed by the act of Irishmen 
themselves. The pro:lamation of the Irish 
Revolutionary Brotherhood, spread broad- 
cast throughout ireland yesterday, indorses 
the assassination of CAVENDISH and BURKE, 
and admits the complicity of a very large 
number of Irishmen, both in Ireland and 
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America, in these foul and cowardly 
murders. The proclamation is a most 
peculiar one. It is addressed to the 


Irish people and to all lovers of liberty, and 
particularly to the members of the Lrish 
secret societies, and it demands in the first 
place that all expressions of sympathy for 
England in this crime be withheld as so much 
aid and comfort to the enemy. BuRKR, it 
declares, Was a2 monster who had merited 
death a thousand times. Lord FREDERICK 
CAVENDISH, it seems from this pronuncia- 
mento, was slain because his ancestor, Lord 
BROGHILL, hung McCEGAN, the bishop of 
Ross, at Carrigadrobid, because of the politi- 
cal iniquities of his brother, the Marquis of 
HARTINGTON. and because of the wholesale 
evictions of Irish peasantry by his father, 
the Duke of DEVONSHIRE. The “Irish 
Revolutionary Brotherhood” has tolerated 
PARNELL and “his safe-treason mongers,” 
until he has filled the prisons with victims, 
left 20,000 people hopeless, ana driven mil- 
lions over the sea. This ceases to be harmless 
when PARNELL and his friends go free by a 
truce in which they take care of themselves 
and leave eighty of “‘Ireland’s bravest sons”’ 
in prison to be exiled or hung for the very 
outrages which have opened the jail doors to 
the Land Leagures. The Brotherhood de- 
mands a general amnesty or nothing. 
Instead of which it pitifully claims] that 
GLADSTONE has gone to the Pope 
and deprived thousands of the poor of 
the consolations of religion, by turning the 
Catholic altars into places of political propa- 
ganda. It asks Ireland if there are no classes 
of people to be considered but the farmers, 
and points to the laboring distress which no 
attempt is made to alleviate, and finally con- 
cludes by calling on the brothers in America, 
particularly advanced Nationalists, to aid by 
every means in their power the men 
who have carried out this bloody execu- 
tion, and it declares that they deserve jwell 
of their country. No more remarka- 
able paper has been given to the world in this 
century. The “I. R. B.’’ is a strong society, 
numbering thousands uponits rolls. It has 
money, intelligence and power. It is pledged 
tothe doctrine of eternal hate, and this 
proclamation can only mean war. The Land 
Leaguers, undoubtedly assisted by the secret 
societies, had wrung a great victory from 
England. Just as they were about to enjoy 
the fruits of it the secret societies have dis- 
solved the partnership and by a horrid crime 
anda shameless acknowledgment of it have 
turned that victory into defeat. Of course 
the reasons for which they killed CAVENDISH 
and BURKE are frivolous. Any reasons they 
could give wouid be frivolous. They were 
killed in the interest of anarchy and disorder 
simply. They were the first two victims at 
hand. The revolutionists will not have peace, 
and to enforce and insure war it is probable 
that more victims will be chosen for 
‘‘removal.’? Assassination is anew weapon 
in Celtic hands. Inall their groaning misery 
of the past they never used it. When 
CROMWELL made Ulster a desert and the 
Irish mother and Irish baby were bayonet- 
ted together “on the road to hell or Con- 
naught,” the dagger or the drug was 
never thought of. Cowardly murder is an 
exotic in Lreland, and the secret societies are 
nursing it tenderly. And this proclamation is 
no hoax. Inpartittellsthe truth. ParRNELL 
made terms for himself, but he made no-terms 
forthe men who certainly threw open his 
prison doors for him. It was the chaos into 
which Ireland had fallen’*’which released him 
and which has laid the disturbance-makers 
by the heels in jail.

It was with great reluctance 
that he accepted the invitation to respond to 
the toast of “Missouri” at the ban- 
quet of the Society of the Army of the 
Tennessee. Still he broke over his rigid rule 
and prepared his speech. Just as the veterans 
were about to sit down to their frugal] repast 
he discovered that he could not pay a tribute 
to the memory of Frank BLAIR and Capt. 
LYON on the mournful anniversary of the 
capture of Camp Jackson without giving 
offesne to the KNAPPS and the element which 
they represent—the implacable Bourbons 
whose sympathies were on the side of the 
Confederacy in the civil war. Likea con- 
siderate, kind-hearted gentleman, he asked 
to be excused. We would like very much to 
think that Col. BROADHEAD was actuated by 
generous motives in this matter, but the ap- 
pearances are against him. Itis well under- 
stood that he is entered as a candidate for 
Congress in the new Ninth District. He 
withdrew his promise to talk about the loyal 
end of Missouri because he was made to be- 
lieve that there were hosts of men in this 
neighborhood who, while they might excuse 
his record as a Union man, would feel 
wounded as to their feelings by a mention of 
the gallant and patriotic services of FRANK 
BLAIR. Mr. BROADHEAD was simply guilty 
of a piece of moral cowardice which must 
bring down upon him the contempt of every 
brave, earnest, Manly man—no matter what 
his predilections and convictions may be, 
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once more endeared himself to the people of 
Kentucky. Dr. JOHN R. MCKEE, the owner 
of Pope Leo, who won the selling race at 
Lexington the other day, remarked to Mr. 
BARNES at Versailles: ‘‘I ama horseman 
and I run’em, but I want to confess the 
Savior.”? “Very well,” the Evangelist re- 
plied. “The Lord will receive you, 
and go will I, horses and ali!” This 
puts an entirely new phase upon 
religion in Kentucky. Any plan of 
salvation which does not include thorough- 
bred horses is sure to be unpopular in the 
Blue Grass region, and Mr. BARNES has 
shown his knewledge of human nature by 
taking horses into the fold of the church. 
There could be no objection to a horse with 
such an ecclesiastical name as Pope Leo, 


but the good Mr. BARNES does not 
stop there. He takes in the whole 
equine race and thus popularizes 


Christianity at one stroke all through the 
‘‘dark and bloody ground.” Since HENRY 
CLAY died the best man in Kentueky has 
been a two-year-old colt anyhow, and Mr. 
BARNES could not have done better than 
snatch the colts as brands out of the 
burning.

He Broke His Neck.

THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 


Gen. Hazen Makes an Official Inspec- 
tion of the Local Ufifice. 


Gen. W. B. Uazen, Chief of tne Signal 
Service Bureau, Washirgton City. came down 
from bis room in the Southern this morning 
at 7:30 o’c'ock and immediately started forth 
upon an cflicial tour of the city, in the inter- 
est of the service. His first visit was made 
to the local signal office, where he was 
met by Sergt. Weber and inspected 


the instruments and workings of the office. 
Later he atrended the Cotton Exchange, and 
there conferred with prominent cotton deal- 
ers concerning the ¢fiiciency and advancement 
of the service. Gen. Hazen satd the depart. 
ment had inaugurated two very important 
improvements in the nature of experiments, 
in which a vast deal of interest is be- 
ing manifested by the general pub- 
lic. The first is a system of daily 
reports of the condition of the weather 
and the prospects of the cotton yield within 
a circle of States wherein the cotton crop is 
produced. . These reports tend to indicate 
the nature and extent of the yield and in 
what condition ft will probably reach the 
market, thus giving the buyers a more intel- 
ligent opportunity for investment. The 
second experiment is that of furnishing the 
same churacter of information concerning 
the tobacco regions and crops. The cotton 
exchanges and boards of trade furnish 
daily information to the department and re- 
ceive in exchange a corresponding amount 
of news from elsewhere, together with bulle- 
tins from headquarters. Gen. Hazen did not 
desire to exuress an opinion concerning the 
Howgate affair, aside from the hope that the 
fugitive might speediiy be recaptured and re- 
turned for trial, The General leaves to-night 
for Washington.

THE DANCING AT MR. CUP#PLES’. 


The Vice-President ofthe Police Board 
is Seated by the Conference. 

Mr. Cupples has succeeded, notwithstand- 
ing the charges that hada been preferreed 
against him by the Poplar Bluff brethren, in 
taking his seat in the General Conference at 
Nashville. The dispatches from that city 
yesteraay, meagerly announced the fact that 
the committee to whom the charges had 
been preferrel, made & unanimous 
report awarding Mr. Cupples his seat, but 
thev were silent as tothe methods pursued 
by Mr. Cupples and his friends in achieving 
so desirable a victory. 
in yesterday’s PostT-DISPATCH, that Mr. 
Cupples, somet ime during the past winter, 
made his peace with the pastor of his church, 
Rev. W. V. Tudor, and the Council, and thus 
estopped action upon his heavy trespass by 
the General Conference. It was an exceedingly 
neat thing to do, but this feat was followed 
up by another of just as much originality, 
and a great deal more boldness. In reply to 
a letter from the Poplar Bluff Conference de- 
manding an acknowledgment of his fault 
from the giddy Mr. Cupples, ora statement 
that he had confessed his wrong-doing to the 
pastor and the council of his church, Mr. 
Cupples stated that he declined to make 
either admission. Thus he saved his 
own independence of character and forced 
his accusers to take the trouble of bringing 
the matter to the notice of the Generai Con- 
ference. There the whole facts were made 
known to the committee, who did the only 
thing they could do, and acquitted Mr. Cup- 
ples. The work of electing Bishops will 
probably begin to-dar. 

A sequel to the remarkable leniency shown 
to Mr. Cupples by bis pastor is 
the fact that Rev. W. V. Tudor, who is 
Mr. Cupples’ spiritual director, is « promi- 
nent and aggressive candidate for the bishop- 
ric of Missouri, vice Marvin, deceased. It is 
not yet decided whether the Nashville Con- 
ference will elect six bishops as recommend- 
ed by the General Committee, or only three as 
recommended by the present episcopacy. The 
following clergymen are the most prominent 
candidates who have been suggested thus far: 
Rev. Dr. Andrews, of Mississippi; 
Rev. E. R. Hendrix and Rev. W. V. Tudor, of 
Missouri; Rev. O. P. Fitzgerald, of Nashville; 
Rev. A. W. Wilson, of Baltimore; Rev. W. B. 
Messick, of Louisville, and Rev. A. G. Hay- 
good, of Georgia. 

At the conference yesterday Dr. Bennett 
presented the report of the Committee on 
Eviscopacy, recommending that six Bishops 
be elected. Upon the motion to adopt the re+ 
port Dr. Blue offered an amendment that 


the number six be atricken out and 
three be substituted, In making 
this motion Dr. Blue said that the 


increase of the number of Bishops looked to 
him much like a step in the direction of Rit- 
valism nnd High Churchism. He said he 
hoped the General Conference intended to 
stand by the itinerant General Superinten- 
dency. 

Dr. McLean, of Texas, said that he 
could not conceive that they were entering 
upon anew order of things in adopting the 
report increasing the number of Bishops. On 
the contrary, they were only following the 
practice of the church in the past. In 1866, 
when tbe membership of the church was 
one-half what it is now, there were four 
Bishops added to the Episcopacy, giving the 
church within one of what is now proposed. 
The feeling in the conference is said by the 
well-posted bretheren in St. Louis fto be 
decidedly in favor of increasing the number 
of Bishops, and in that event Mr. Cupples’ 
friend is certain to be one of the six.
